Many Interesting Machines 
in Operation 

TURBINEUNITS 

Machine Drills 175,000 Holes 
in 36 in. Suction Roll 



On Saturday a small party ol JIc- 
cbaiiicid Club meaiWs visited the 
Dominion Engineering Works, Ltd.. at 
Luchine. The Iron Foundry was first 
visited. Here a number ol small 
castings were being poured, and some 
very large castings, sections of hydro- 
electric turbine rotors, were being 
cleaned and chipped and the tores 
vert being broken out. The cores 
for some very large castings were 
being built up in the moulding pits. 

A considerable amount of interest, 
ing work was to be seen on the floor 
of the itauhine Shop, and although it 
was Saturday afternoon several of the 
large machines were in operation. 
The interest of the party cenUred 
mainly around the huge Sû-inch iior- 
lng Mill where a large foundation ring 
cast in sections and bolted together, 
■was being machined. A brand new 
Radial Drilling Machine, of English 
nuiaeture, was carefully inspected. 
This machie was driven by a directly 
connocled electric motor, as aie prac- 
tically all the large machines in this 
shop. 

By far the most impressive piece of 
work to be seen was the volute casing, 
completely assembled,' tor one of the 
OS.OOO H.P. urbine Units tor the 
Hydro Electric Power Commission of 
Ontario, Quoenston Develop id e n t. 
These turbines will operate under 235 
it. head of water and are the most 
powerful units at present in opération. 
The motor of this turbine was in the 
process of being fitted Into place in- 
side the volute casing. Nearby a li- 
ft. Darner-Johnson Valve for the same 
Development as being assembled . 
There was a certain amount of shott- 
ing, governor parti-, vanes and vane 
stems, and other liydro-clectrie work 
in various stages or completion, and 
a small amount of paper machine 
work. Of the latter, the most in- 
teresting watf a suction drill which 
was being niaxsrined in a multiple 
drilling machine. As this was a sma.ll 
roll, only about. D.ijOO holes luive to 
be evenly spaced ovor a. bronze shell, 
whereas some 176,000 holes had to be 
driller and countersunk in the :«i-lu 
suction roll seen in these shops when 
the Mechanical Club visited the Do- 
minion Engineering Works earlier in 
the session.

An event of more than usual Inter- 
st to all McGIII students will lake 
place on tho fourteenth of I hie, mouth 
In Convocation' Hall, Itoyal Victoria 
College, when Count Byron Khun etc 
Prorolt, thu eminent archaeologist, will 
deliver a. lecture on the recent dis- 
coveries In the rains of Ancient Car- 
lliage. The lecture will be illustrated 
by a large number of splendid views 
of tlie ruins which the Count. Is show- 
ing on his present tour of America, 
lie lias undertaken tin- tour with the 
ithjtt of arous ng Interest in the work 
which Is at present almost at a. stand- 
still due to lack of funds for its con- 
llnuunee. 

McGill University has always done 
her part in tin: matter of assisting 
trchaeo'.oglcal research, and is at the 
present ISmio a member of the So- 
cieties in Rome, Ahthensand Jerusa- 
lem; it is very probable that in the 
near future a donation will be made to 
a similar Society at Carthage. 

Count d(. Prorok has been engaged 
In work of an archaeological nature 
for some years. During 1D21 — 1022 
he led the expedition which was sent 
out by the French Government, but 
was materially aided by the American 
residents of Paris, in order to dis- 
cover whether- or not there was any- 
thing of historical value to be found 
at Carthage. Regarding the success 
of the undertaking, Count de Prorok 
statcd In an article that, "In the four 
d ffercnt parts of tile ancient site that 
wo explored this winter, wo discover- 
ed two Punic Temples, a Punic necro- 
polis of 700 B. C, a Roman villa and 
an early Christian Basilica. Enough 
inscriptions, pottery, co ns, lamps, iri- 
descent glass jewelry, statues and 
mosaics remained under the surface, 
of Carthage to fill, several, museums, 
mil as France is unable to protect 
this artistic and historical patrimony, 
It is on the point of being lost for 
over." 

The history of Carthage, both that 
which is legendary and that which is 
based on fact, is intensely interest- 
ing. Latin students remember tho 
reference made In the t'.rst book ot* 
Vergil's Acneid to the arrival of the 
hero, Aeneas, at the newly-built city 
of Queen Dido; ho was amazed at the 
buildings which ho found there, and 
at. many other works of the Phoenici- 
ans. The huge theatre, which had 
been cut out of tho side of a h. 11, 
a'so caused Aeneas some astonishment, 
while Vergil states that he marvelled 
ut tho paved streets, and at the din 
caused by tho busy workmen.

' to set a price upon the sunshine, or calculate the value of time in 
terms of dollars and cents? Time is priceless, not to be squand- 
ered or wasted. But it is a pertinent question whether the finest 
;im d most epicurean . use to which time can be put is not jn mere 
.contemplation. To sit at peace and in quiet gently musing on the

Tho Carthage ol history Is first, seen 
In Importance about two centuries li. 
C., when Ha.inlleiir and Hannibal de- 
(led lho Itomans and at tmes were 
very close to winning a complete vic- 
tory over them. Tho consistent val- 
our of the [tomans eventually freed 
Ihelr country of the Invaders, and," 
after carrying the war into the land of 
the Carthaginians, they destroyed the 
city completely in 146 D. C. 

The natural advantages of the lo- 
cation which Dido had chosen wore 
so great, however, that it was not long 
eforo the Romans had raised up 
another city on the original Hite: this 
was accomplished during the time of 
Augusts, the Srst great Klng-Ktu- 
peror of Home, and for tlx niorc cen- 
turics a thriving city flourished there. 

During this period, which was that 
or the rise of Christianity, Carthago 
became a centre for the new religion. 
Many of the relics recently discovered 
are those of martyrs' ami early follow- 
ers. / 

In the seventh century came the 
teachings of Mohammed, and -the con- 
sequent fervor of the Vandals, who 
swept nil before them. In 647 they 
destroyed Carthage, and since then the

Skis were found extremely useful, 
and lor centuries were used as the 
only means of travel In winter time. 
As foi' back as the I <it.li Century skis 
were used by the Swedish Army and
